“Individually” she emphasized, 
“we can make this a ‘clean up’ 
rericd and do much to beautify 


our city.” 


An active beautification com- 
mittee is setting a goal of improv- 
ing the city’s appearance and 
maps, prepared by a survey com- 
mittee, were presented at a meet- 
ing last Friday. On the maps 
were noted 58 places that should 
be improved. No special recom- 
mendation about improving these 
places will be made until more 
study has been given to the pro- 
gram. 

In the meantime, all Uplanders 
are being urged by the ccmmit- 
tee to improve their own proper- 
ties, aid in beautifying vacant 
lots and in making the city more 
attractive. 

Many “spots” have already been 
beautified, Mrs. Gardner reported 
and persons and firms responsible 
for this improvement will be given 
-ecognition. 

It was suggested at the meeting 
that photographs be secured of 
the “approved” improvements for 
use in publicity. 

It was also suggested that the 
committee decide and report on a 
number of locations needing at- 
tention at first. Service clubs 
and other organizations might take 
up gome of the beautification pro- 
jects as their own.

Freeway West of 
Here Scheduled 


The Pomona section of the Ra- 
mona freeway extending from the 
San Bernardino county line almost 
west to Covina will probably be 
open for travel about the end of 
1954, according to Paul O. Hard- 
ing, assistant state highway engi- 
neer. The estimated cost is $11,- 
500,600. 

Work on the Pomona section 
probably will start next year, Har- 
ding said. It will include 8.8 miles 
running from the county line to 
a point a mile east of West Covi- 
na. The $11,500,000 estimate is for 
the highway, structures such as 
grade separation bridges, storm 
drains, lights, landscaping and in- 
cidental work. 

Earth on Kellogg hill which has 
threatened slides on the present 
highway for years will be trucked 
into Pomona to build up the ele- 
vated bed of the freeway through 
Pomona, Harding said. 

By the end of 1950, the state had 
spent $11,654,000 on the Ramona 
freeway, which eventually will 
run from Los Angeles to San Ber- 
nardino. Budgeted so that it can 
be contracted in the spring is an- 
other $4,030,000. Included in the 
1951-52 budget for the freeway 
is $7,747,000. 

Thus by the end of the 1951-52 
fiscal year, the state highway 
division expects to have spent or 
contracted to spend $23,431,000 on 
the Ramona job. Harding said no 
estimate had been made on what 
the entire project would cost or 
when it might be completed.

4000 studeits and employees is 
adequately prepared and offerec 
in the new Student Union builad- 
ing which is being dedicated dur- 
ing National Education Week. Es- 
tablishment of this central eat- 
ing area under the managemen. 
of Ralph Almquist has made gooa 
food available for all campus 
needs with a minimum expendi- 
ture aud time in distribution. 


Four eating centers whieh wer 
previously separated on the cam- 
pus are brought together in this 
building: The high school cafeter- 
ia, which has the seating capa- 
city of 500-600; the College Kam- 
pus Kitchen, 250; the high-schoo) 
Snack Bar; the Faculty dining 
room, 80. The Faculty room on 
the mezannine is used by campu: 
groups for their special dinners 
when the number is within the 
seating capacity. All of the eat- 
ing centers get their hot food 
from the central kitchen. 

The fact that the high school 
cafeteria seats such a large num- 
ber of students and that the food 
is dispensed in ten minutes at the 
most with three lines passing the 
steam tables, made it possible to 
eliminate two noon periods for 
the high school students. The es- 
tablishment of a Snack-bar on 
the southwest comer has like- 
wise given the high school stu- 
dents an opportunity to buy 
malts, ice cream and sandwiches 
to supplement their lunches. 


SPEEDY 
CAFETERIA SERVICE 


Three lines at the steam tables 
in the high-school cafeteria can 
get their food in ten minutes. This 
speed of service is possible be- 
cause of the planning of the 
kitchen serving unit and the skill 
of the operators.

BASIC SUBSIVAZED LUNCH 

Basic meiu in the high schoo. 
cateteria is a governiment-type 
piate lunch servea from 11:30 to 
4 p.m. which sells to students en 
rolied in high school under 18 
years of age for 30 cents, Tne 
school is subsidized by the gov- 
ernment for this lunch which 15 
valued at more than the price 
charged. 

The lunch contains 8 ounces @1 
proteins. This is usually meat plus 
eggs or cheese. It contains also 
cue-half cup of vegetables plus 
one half pint of milk and bread 
and butter. These elements are 
all required by government order. 
Additional items of fruit, fruit 
salad, or vegetable salad are add 
ed by the school. 

Besides the government - type 
plates, which averages 200 a day, 
the cafeteria accommodates 100 
to 150 students with a la carte 
orders of pie, cake, fruit, and sa- 
lad, All of the pastries served in 
the high school cafeteria and at 
the hot-food counter in 
and the faculty diaing room, are 
made in the central kitchen. 


KAMPUS KITCHEN 


The Kampus Kitchen, affection- 
ately known as the “KK” by all 
collegians, is situated on the sec- 
ond floor of the Student Union 
building. In this completely col- 
lege room, students crowd the ta- 
bles from 7:30 to 4 p.m. Many 
college students eat their break- 
fast of orange juice, coffee and 
doughnuts in this room, continue 
at noon with their lunch, and pick 
up a mid-afternoon snack before
